It is one thing in partisan politics to argu e 
that the Democrats hav e grown so corru pt in 
power they shou ld b e reb u ked with defeat.

Thou gh it wou ld appear that the Swedes hav e 
taken offense ov er a minor m atter in the M ar­ 
garet Tru m an affair, the m atter was minor only 
from an American point of v iew. 
If Miss Tru m an’s Secret Serv ice b odygu ards, 
wearing weapons, pu shed arou nd some nativ es 
o f Sweden in a m anner su ggestiv e to the Swedes 
o f gangster b ehav oir, they were dead wrong. 
Swedish policemen do not wear weapons. They 
don’t get pu shy. In order to keep this thing in 
perspectiv e, imagine the high-v oltage hooraw 
which wou ld b reak ou t if a Swedish VIP were 
to b e accompanied to this cou ntry b y a trio of 
arm ed b odygu ards who pu shed arou nd some 
photographers from, say, the Chicago Trib u ne, 
which hates “them fu rriners’* anyway. 
Let It b e granted for the sake of argu m ent 
that Miss ’Tru man’s b odygu ards on this v isit 
were b ehav ing in the American tradition. ’That is 
the wrong tradition to b e b ehav ing in when ia 
Sweden or In Rome. 
That has b ecome ou r characteristic attitu de 
that we expect the whole world to adopt ou r 
behav io r patterns, at the expense of b eing criti­ 
cized for b ackwardness. It’s a cinch Miss Tru ­ 
m an, who has tu rned ou t to b e a topnotch good­ 
will am b assador, is em b arrassed b y the whole 
affair. 


Each 
election, 
the 
politicians 
talk ab ou t getting ou t the v ote. 
Yet, v oting is in a decline t h a t 
has b een conlmu ou s since, at least, 
the Willkie campaign in 1940. 
Actu aUy, in 1940. 1944 and 1948, 
there was little reason for the in­ 
dependent citizen to v ote. He had 
no great choice either on issu es 
or men. Partisans u su ally v ote ou t 
of du ty and hab it, b u t in 1948, 
ev en that requ ired a great stretch 
of the imagination. 


IN THOSE years, enou gh v oters 
b oycotted the election to 
make 
their sentiment noticeab le. For in­ 
stance, the Democratic v ote fell 
from 27,200,000 in 1940 to 24,100,000 
in 1948—a loss of 3.100,000. while 
the popu lation actu ally increased. 
The Repu b licans l o s t 
400,000 
v otes in that period. Bu t then, the 
Repu b lican v ote had b een decreas­ 
ing steadily since the 1936 cam ­ 
paign and prob ab ly reached rock 
b ottom in 1948. 
It is for this reason that Presi­ 
dent Tru m an is so angry that the 
Americans produ ced only a 51 per 
cent v ote of those eligib le. In a 
statem ent on the su b ject, he said: 
“ In the last general election in 
France, 75 per cent of the eligib les 
v oted: in Italy, it was 89 per cent; 
in Canada, 75 per cent; in Japan, 
71 per cent; in Israel, 72 per cent; 
in Sweden, 80 per cent; in Eng­ 
land. 83 per cent, and in the last 
election in Belgiu m, 90 per cent of 
the v oters went ^ the polls.” 


TO PASS this b y with the casu al 
comment that Americans hav e so 
degenerated that they lov e only 
fu n and hav e lost all civ il v irtu e 
is su perficial. If the A m e r i c a n 
people had something to v ote for. 
something to v ote against, real al­ 
ternativ es, they wou ld v ote. 
At stake in this election in the 
year 1952 cou ld b e war or peace, 
the continu ance 
of a 
capitalist 


niqu e to play safe. It v itiate« the 
opposition and lessens the effectiv e­ 
ness of the two-party system which 
i« designed to produ ce a deb ate 
Not only are the politicians to 
b lame. The tendency of the era is 
to glorify and to deb ase personali­ 
ties. Undou b tedly, the newspapers 
and the radio hav e played an im­ 
portant role in the lessening of 
seriou s discu ssion and in the glori­ 
fication of indiv idu al characteris­ 
tics. 
Frankly, it is of no more impor­ 
tance that Eisenhower can cook or 
that Stev enson has a prob lem in 
his family life than that some- 
shou ld b e in a row with some­ 
b ody b y the name of Corinne ov er 
the measu rements of that part of 
the hu man b ody which, except 
among some tropical trib es, is kept 
c o v e rt in pu b lic. 


THIS PLAYING u p of the triv ial 
and ev en v u lgar tends to interest 
and amu se and div ert attention 
from the issu es. Also, it has driv en 
ou t of political life many of ou r 
most su b stantial citizens who de­ 
cline to su b mit to the indecencies 
of a campaign or to su b ject their 
families to a perm anent av oidance 
of personal priv acy. 
I cou ld not help thinking of that 
in relation to the non-political af- 


i fairs of Rita Hayworth and Aly 
Khan, two minor characters whose 
priv ate liv es are really none of ou r 
b u siness. 
At a time when we actu ally are 
’ losing a war in the Near East, to 
! say nothing of the Far East, when 
. Iran is in the same peril that 
China was in 1947; at a time when 
the American dollar has fallen to 
97 cents in Canada—why giv e hu ge 
qu antities of expensiv e space and 
time to their silly affairs? 
Yet, the tru th is that few person­ 
alities in pu b lic life « tir the interest 
and imagination as mu ch as these 
two do, Eisenhower or Stev enson

For here at the opening of the 
campaign, when the nation might 
hav e expected a clearcu t ou tline 
of the issu es as they hav e b een 
drawn b e t w e e n the Tru man- 
Stev enson party on the one hand 
and the opposition on the other, 
the only thing that is offered is an 
appeal to the cou nty not to b e mis­

AS PHILOSOPHICAL doctrine In 
the field of political science, it may

called “canning 
water on b oth 
shou lders.” 
This kind of strategy sometimes 
su cceeds in politics when the elec­ 
torate i» u nab le to make u p its 
mind b etween opposing v iewpoints, 
especially when the issu es aren’t 
clear. 
Bu t corru ption In Washington, 
for instance, is clear. The pu b lic 
has made u p its mind that su ch 
misb ehav ior b y officialdom is rep>- 
rehensib le. There is no “ middle 
way” on that issu e. 
The Eisenhower speech seems to 
b e the produ ct of am ateu r adv isers 
who hav en’t yet come to grips 
with the realities of the campaign 
or with the importance of b eing 
positiv e. Vagu e generalities w i l l 
nev er win a campaign against a 
party entrenched in power for 20 
years. 


THIS IS A campaign where the 
only chance the opposition has to 
get v otes i« to call a 
spade

spade and to recognize frankly 
that b efore talking ab ou t altern­ 
ativ es—whether they are in t h e 
“middle center” or “left of cen­ 
ter” or “right of center”—it is es­ 
sential that the American people

While President Tru m an’s 
speeches in 1948 were b y no mean« 
informativ e as to alternativ es he 
wou ld offer, they did hav e the po­ 
litical v alu e of striking hard at the 
opposition, which the Ei.senhower 
strategy doesn’t !*eem to b e ready 
to do. The Eisenhower speech still 
seems to b e in the pre-conv ention 
mood of hostility to the 
right 
wing of the party. 
Mayb e the general’s strategist« 
think* a slow start at low pressu re 
is a good way to achiev e momen­ 
tu m later on. Bu t it does look as if 
the b rain tru st in far-away Denv er 
is ou t of tou ch with a rapidly de­ 
v eloping trend away from Eisen­ 
hower on the part of former Taft 
su pporters and a definite t r e n d 
toward Stev enson on the part of 
the “left wing” and its allies. 
If that doesn’t soon su ggest a 
different strategy, then the Eisen­ 
hower .strategists may nev er come 
to u nderstand the b asic forces of 
the 1952 preiwdential campaign.

Only Leadership Will Get Out The Vote 


Baffled Professor 


Is Corruption Automatic? 
It is one thing in partisan politics to argue 
th at the Dem ocrats have grown so corrupt in 
power they should be rebuked with defeat. 
But It is something else to say this is what 
happens to any political party which stays in 
power. That m akes it sound as though corrup­ 
tion in governm ent had become an autom atic 
result of long tenure in office. That m ay square 
with the popular idea of what has happened, but 
Am ericans are not ready to concede that noth­ 
ing better can happen in the future. 
A Republican adm inistration m ight take over 
next January and succeed in staying in power 
until the middle sixties without scandal. Its de­ 
fenders could be deeply em barrassed by this 
new credo that house guests, fish and govern­ 
m ents m ust necessarily smell after a predeter­ 
mined length of time. 
Dishonesty in public life is not a condition 
created by the passage of time. It is a condition 
created by simple failure to live up to the code 
of common honesty. 
The Dem ocrats should be rebuked by defeat 
in November not because they have been in 
power so long they cannot be expected to be 
honest any more. They should be rebuked by de­ 
feat because they abused their long tenure of 
power by ceasing to be honest. There is a vital 
difference. 


Each 
election, 
the 
politicians 
talk about getting out the vote. 
Yet, voting is in a decline t h a t 
has been continuous since, at least, 
the Willkie cam paign in 1940 
Actually, in 1940, 1944 and 1948. 
there was little reason for the in­ 
dependent citizen to vote. He had 
no great choice either on issues 
or men. Partisans usually vote out 
of duty and habit, but in 1948, 
even that required a great stretch 
of the imagination. 


IN THOSE years, enough voters 
boycotted the election to 
make 
their sentim ent noticeable. For in­ 
stance. the Democratic vote fell 
from 27.200.000 in 1940 to 24.100.000 
in 1948—a loss of 3,100,000, while 
the population actually increased. 
The Republicans l o s t 
400,000 
votes in that period. But then, the 
Republican vote had been decreas­ 
ing steadily since the 1936 cam ­ 
paign and probably reached rock 
bottom in 1948. 
It is for this reason that Presi­ 
dent Trum an is so angry that the 
Americans produced only a 51 per 
cent vote of those eligible. In a 
statem ent on the subject, he said; 
“ In the last general election in 
France, 75 per cent of the eligibles 
voted; in Italy, it was 89 per cent; 
in Canada, 75 per cent; in Japan, 
71 per cent; in Israel, 72 per cent; 
in Sweden, 80 per cent; in Eng­ 
land, 83 per cent, and in the last 
election in Belgium. 90 per cent of 
the voters went to the polls.” 


TO PASS this by with the casual 
comment that Americans have so 
degenerated that they love only 
fun and have lost all civil virtue 
Is superficial. If the A m e r i c a n 
people had something to vote for, 
something to vote against, real al­ 
ternatives, they would vote. 
At stake in this election in the 
year 1952 could be war or peace, 
the 
continuance 
of 
a 
capitalist 
economy, the perm anent m ilitari­ 
zation of our country, the domin­ 
ance of the nation by 
Socialist 
pressure groups, etc. The voter 
has tp believe that the differences 
between the parties are sharp and 
sincere. 
The evil of “ me-tooism“ is ap­ 
parent in the unwillingness of so j 
m any Americans to bother to go 
to the polls. “ Me-tooism” repre­ 
sents not only negation, but an 
awareness of public dissent and 
discontent. It is a politician’s tech­ 


nique to play safe It vitiates the 
opposition and lessens the effective- 
ness of the two-party system which 
is designed to produce a debate. 
Not only are the politicians to 
blame. The tendency of the era is 
to glorify and to debase personali­ 
ties. Undoubtedly, the newspapers 
and the radio have played an im­ 
portant role in the lessening of 
serious discussion ark! in the glori­ 
fication of individual characteris­ 
tics. 
Frankly, it is of no more impor­ 
tance that Eisenhower can cook or 
that Stevenson has a problem in 
his family life than that tome- 
should be in a row with some­ 
body by the name of Corinne over 
the m easurem ents of that part of 
the 
human body which, except 
among some tropical tribes, is kept 
covered in public. 


THIS PLAYING up of the trivial 
and even vulgar tends to interest 
and am use and divert attention 
from the issues. Also, it has driven 
out of political life m any of our 
most substantial citizens who de­ 
cline to submit to the indecencies 
of a campaign or to subject their 
families to a perm anent avoidance 
of personal privacy. 
I could not help thinking of that 
in relation to the non-political af­ 
fairs of Rita Hayworth and Aly 
Khan, two minor characters whosa 
private lives are really none of our 
business. 
At a tim e when we actually are 
losing a war in the Near East, to 
say nothing of the F ar East, when 
Iran is in the sam e peril that 
China was in 1947; at a tim e when 
the American dollar has fallen to 
97 cents in Canada—why give huge 
quantities of expensive space and 
time to their silly affairs? 
Yet, the truth is that few person­ 
alities in public life atir the interest 
and imagination as much as these 
two do. Eisenhower or Stevenson 
m ay prove to be exciting, stim ulat­ 
ing. even interesting, but nothing 
that has yet happened in this cam ­ 
paign indicates that they possess 
such characteristics. 
They seem to be mild, gentle 
men who speak well and 
even 
charmingly, but who will 
n o t 
arouse the nation to fervent action, 
to follow them not only as leaders 
but to accept their ideas as a 
cause. Only such leadership w i l l 
get out the vote.

Official flesh began to creep within minutes 
after President Trum an’s plan to travel abroad 
after next January was announced. 
There was good reason for official uncertain­ 
ty.

And nothing upsets 
them like a lack of precedent.

Stevenson party on the one hand 
and the opposition on the other,

AS PHILOSOPHIC AL doctrine in 
the field of political science, it may

straddle. 
For while, in the battle o v e r 
issues of the day, extrem ists of 
the “ left’’ and the “ right” are to 
be deplored, so are the extrem ists 
of the “ middle way” often the un­ 
witting sponsors of confusion and 
delay. 
When President Trum an seized 
the steel mills under the “ inherent 
powers” claim, it was an extrem e 
step. It was IOO per cent wrong be­ 
cause it violated the Constitution, 
and the people who opposed the 
step proved it was wrong. Either 
there is a law to sanction such a j 
policy, or there isn’t. There was no 1 
“ middle way” in the seizure issue.

THIS IS A campaign where the 
only chance the opposition has to

ter” or “ right of center’’—it is es­ 
sential that the American people 
be made aw?are of just what the

Deal, and what they will be if the 
present administration is vindicat­ 
ed at the polls in November. 
The im portant point now is to

blows. While President T rum an’* 
speeches in 1948 were by no mean* 
informative as to alternatives he 
would offer, they did have the po­ 
litical value of striking hard at the 
opposition, which the Eisenhower 
strategy doesn’t seem to be ready 
to do. The Eisenhower speech still 
seems to be in the pre-convention 
mood of hostility to the “ right” 
wing of the party. 
Maybe the general’s strategist* 
think a slow start at low pressure 
is a good way to achieve momen­ 
tum later on. But it does look as if 
the brain trust in far-away Denver 
is out of touch with a rapidly de­ 
veloping trend away from Eisen­ 
hower on the part of form er Taft 
supporters and a definite t r e n d 
toward Stevenson on the part of 
the “ left wing” and its allies.

The next most interesting thing 
about sheep to strangers—and this 
may be incredible to sheep farm ­ 
ers—is that the flock at the Twil­ 
le d requires no w ater in sum m er­ 
time. 
In the three sum m ers that fresh 
water has been provided for them 
each day, not a drop has been 
drunk. For 24 hours a day 
in 
spring, sum m er and fall, they go 
and come at will, eating, resting, 
moving at will—and getting all the 
water they want from the grass 
they eat.

England’s exhibition of naval and military might 
In celebration of Victoria s 60th year on the throne 
has been called “the greatest show ever put on by 
mankind” Poets from mainland and dominion paid 
homage in song to the 78-year-old great grand­ 
mother who, by 1897. had shattered all records for 
continuous reign. While the poetical contributions 
were appropriate, The London Times thought only 
Rudyard Kipling was qualified to write the official 
Jubilee poem. But Kipling* two grandfathers had 
been Methodist ministers and such nationalistic ego 
was hardly in harmony with his tenements. Be­ 
sides, Her* Majesty frowned on Kipling because in 
one of bit poems he had called her “the Widow of 
Windsor ." 
Came the Jubilee. While England was reeling 
from her display of might, Kipling was at work on 
a book be called “Captains Courageous ’’ The Times 
persisted, sent a barrage of telegrams. So the 32- 
year-old versatile author laid his book manuscript 
aside and wrote a poem. The Times slipped it on 
the front page. It knocked the Queen and her em­ 
pire for a loop. When the storm of protest subsided 
a dazed nation settled down to ponder the sobering 
tines of a quiet poet: 


Come. Thou Almighty King 
Help us Thy nome to *mg, 
Halo us to praise; 
Pother, oil glorious, 
O V oil victorious, 
Come, end reign over us. 
Ancient of Days. 


Come, Thou locomote Word, 
Gird on Thy mighty sword, 
Our prayer attend; 
Come end Thy people bless, 
And give Thy Word success. 
Spirit of holinett, 
On us descend. 


"Lord God of Hosts, be with us yet. 
Lest we forget, lest we forget^ 


Rudyard Kipling was not the first scribe to put 
nationalistic pride in the shade Two centuries ago 
England was singing a new national anthem called 
“God Save Our Gracious King’ to the tune of a 
German juvenile melody when an unknown poet 
wrote some verses for the same tune. Unlike Kip­ 
ling. this poet omitted his name, but bis homage 
was to a greater King than England* George ll. 
In London an Italian orchestra leader named 
Felice De Giardini thought the verses should havs 
music distinctively their own, so in 1769 he wrote 
a tune just for them, and the world has been sing­ 
ing ’Come, Thou Almighty King” ever since. Be­ 
cause the words first appeared with one of Charles 
Wesley's hymns in a little leaflet. It is possible that 
Wesley might have been the author, but no one is 
sure. But whoever the poet, he must have had the 
same feeling Rudyard Kipling had a century and a 
half later because when he heard men singing 
praise to a mere mortal, he wrote:

U.S. Embassy 
May Enter ISeic 
Moscow Building 


MOSCOW iJP) — The U. S. Em ­ 
bassy in Moscow may soon be 
housed in a new 10-story building, 
a mile and a half from the Kremlin 
headquarters of the Soviet govern­ 
ment. 
Em bassy sources said last night 
that negotiations for the new site 
were well advanced. Rustían au­ 
thorities, they added, were being 
helpful and courteous. 
The present em bassy building is 
on Mohavaya Street, across Hunter 
Square 
from 
the 
Kremlin. 
The 
lease expires Dec. 31, however, and 
Soviet ollicials told the em bassy 
last montii it would not be renewed 
because adjoining Moscow Univer­ 
sity needeu the site for planned 
expansion. 
The building for which the em- 
bas< sy now is dickering is under 
c o n s t r u c t i o n on TschaiKOw- 
sky Street, a half mile from U. S. 
Ambassador George F . Kennan s 
residence. 
When finished the building will 
consist of a 10-story center sec­ 
tion with tw'ó wings oi seven stories 
each. The em bassy has been of­ 
fered the center a n d . one wing 
which would give it office space

$ 64,971.210.298 was collected by the 
Internal Rev enue Bureau in taxes 
and social security contributions 
during the fiscal y ear which ended 
June 30. 
This w*as about 14^ billion dol­ 
lars m ore than in the prev ious 12 
months. In addition, federal agen­ 
cies other than the rev enue bureau 
took in $ 2.364.500,000 for fiscal 1952. 
In the 1953 fiscal y ear, w*hich 
stated July 1, President Trum an 
has estim ated collections will total 
about 75 billion dollars. 
These gross figures do not in­ 
clude billions of dollars refunded 
to taxpay ers or set aside for social 
security pay m ents. Refunds and 
set-asides in fiscal 1952 cut the 
figure about $ 5.871,000,000. The es­ 
tim ate for fiscal 1953 is expected 
to drop about $ 6.200,000.000 w*hen 
refunds and set-asides are counted.

The Wage Stabilization Board 
has approved wage increases for 
approximately 30 drivers, 
ware­ 
housemen and helpers at the Mill- 
iron Co., Albert Oakes, business 
agent for Teamsters Local 475, an­ 
nounced today. 
Oakes said drivers will receive 
an hourly increase of 19 cents with 
warehousemen and helpers getting 
cents. 
Ten cents will be 
retroactive 
from March I to ay I, he said, 
with the entire amount retroactive 
from May I. 
It brings the hourly wage for 
drivers to $1.69 with helpers and 
warehousemen drawing $1,584. 
Meanwhile, a new contract af­ 
fecting some 15.000 inter-city truck 
drivers, checkers and dock work­ 
ers as agreed upon Thursday night 
at a meeting in Columbus between 
the union and representatives of 
500 truck companies, the Associat­ 
ed Press reported. 
Terms of the new contract, un­ 
der discussion since the old con­ 
tracts expired between June I and 
July I, will be submitted to the 
WSB in Cleveland for approval. 
Steubenville is one of the 17 cit­ 
ies affected. 
East Liverpool was not included, 
as the local contract continues to 
Feb. I.

Stevenson, 
Shivers Meet 


Texan To A*k .About 
Tideland* Oil I**ue 


SPRINGFIELD. IU. I* — Gov 
Adlai Stevenson faced a sharp q u i z ­ 
zing today from Texas’ Gov. Allan 
Shiver* on whether he favor* fed­ 
eral or state control of the nation s 
neb off-shore oil deposits. 
Shivers was due here for a con­ 
ference with the Democratic presi­ 
dential nominee this morning. 
Their talk could have heavy poli­ 
tical repercussions in Texas and 
other states fighting for control of 
their so-called tidelands oil re­ 
sources. 
Stevenson returned to his head­ 
quarters here last night from a 
three-day rest in the seclusion of 
a friend s home in Minocqua. Wis. 
"I feel fine,” he told reporters. 
And then he quipped: ‘‘I am par­ 
tially restored to health. I got a 
lot of sun and a lot of rest ” * 
Asked about the fish he caught, 
Stevenson 
confessed: 
“I 
didn't 
catch any.** 
GOP p r e s i d e n t i a l nominee 
Dwight D. Eisenhower has said he 
would favor legislation by Congress 
restoring full control of the tide­ 
lands oil deposits to the states 
The Supreme Court has ruled 
that the federal government holds 
"paramount interest’’ in the off­ 
shore deposits. 
, But the states rights proponents 
have continued to fight against the 
decision—seeking undisputed state 
control through legislation. Such 
legislation has been passed by 
Congress twice, and twice it has 
been vetoed by President Truman. 
Stevenson has not yet taken a 
clear and unqualified stand on the 
tidelands question.

Tax Bureau Collects 
Record $65 Billion 
WASHINGTON UP — A record 
$64,971,210,298 was collected by the 
Internal Revenue Bureau in taxes 
and social security contributions 
during the fiscal year which ended 
June 30. 
This was about 14H billion dol­ 
lars more than in the previous 12 
months. In addition, federal agen­ 
cies other than the revenue bureau 
took in $2,364,500,000 for fiscal 1952. 
In the 1953 fiscal year, which 
stated July I, President Truman 
has estimated collections will total 
about 75 billion dollars. 
These gross figures do not in­ 
clude billions of dollars refunded 
to taxpayers or set aside for social 
security payments. Refunds and 
set-asides in fiscal 1952 cut the 
figure about $5,871,000,000. The es­ 
timate for fiscal 1953 is expected 
to drop about $6,200,000,000 when 
refunds and set-asides are counted.
